VICTORY FOR CAR 
PARK PROTESTORS 


PLANS to restrict public 
access to a riverside car 
park used by walkers, 
anglers and boaters have 
been shelved after senior 
councillors were forced to 
reconsider the proposal. 

Members of Harlow Cou¬ 
ncil’s cabinet made the U-turn 
after being asked by the call- 
in committee to rethink their 
decision to change the site off 
Burnt Mill Lane into a permit- 
only zone for Essex County 
Council staff working at near¬ 
by Goodman House. 

The deal sparked outrage 
among regular users of the car 
park, who accused the council 
of putting income from 
County Hall above the needs 
of residents. 

Accepting the committee’s 
recommendation that a pay- 
and-display system with two 
hours free parking should be 
introduced instead, the cabinet

agreed to revise the plans 
accordingly and launch a 
statutory public consultation 
on the new proposals next 
month. 

Council leader Andrew 
Johnson will also be writing 
to Essex County Council 
seeking “improved traffic 
management” on Burnt Mill 
Lane, which could result in 
the road’s speed limit being 
lowered. 

The rethink has been wel¬ 
comed by critics of the origi¬

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Halfon backs call 
for greater rights 
for grandparents

A HARLOW-based charity fighting for 
the rights of grandparents has called on 
the Government to introduce new legis¬ 
lation to help them regain contact with 
estranged grandchildren. 

The Grandparents’ Association, which has 
offices at Bush Fair, presented a 7,200-name 
petition to 10 Downing Street on Friday push¬ 
ing for a change in the law to give children the 
right to a minimum of “letter-box access” to 
their grandparents - as long as it is safe to do 
so. 

If successful, it would mean that the one mil¬ 
lion youngsters in the UK who are currently 
denied contact because of family conflict would 
have a legal right to receive appropriate cards, 
presents and letters from their grandparents on 
special occasions. 

Lynn Chesterman, chief executive of the 
charity, said the campaign had special reso¬ 
nance at this time of year. 

“This Christmas thousands of children will 
not be in touch with their grandparents and will 
miss out on the love and pride that all grand¬ 
parents have for their grandchildren,” she said. 

“Often family conflict is the reason for such 
estrangement, the majority caused by separa¬ 
tion and divorce. The Government’s recent 
Family Justice Review has done little to move 
this issue forward. 

“Despite acknowledging the key role of 
grandparents, there is no change when it comes 
to seeking contact and many will still have to 
resort to costly and lengthy court proceedings if 
they are denied contact with their grandchil¬ 
dren.” 

The petition has received the backing of 
Harlow MP Rob Halfon, who recently called 
for the issue to be debated in the House of 
Commons. 

He told the Star: “Sadly, across Britain today 
thousands of children are denied access to their 
grandparents, even at birthdays and the holiday 
season. Often this is caused by family conflict. 

“To be fair, the Government is looking at this 
with the recent Family Justice Review but more 
needs to be done. 

“This is why I have now urged the Leader of 
the House of Commons to look at changing the 
law.”

Our aim is to help those 
who've hit rock bottom 


Harlow Chocolate Run has been providing 
food and clothes to the homeless both locally 
and in neighbouring towns for more than 40 
years. With the group now expanding their 
services, Star reporter Vicky Lane joined the 
team of volunteers on their latest 'run 1 . 



THE forlorn figure sitting in a 
battered wheelchair outside a rowdy 
fast food restaurant will be just one 
of hundreds across the county 
sleeping rough tonight. 

Wearing dishevelled clothes inadequate 
against the chilly weather and with a 
threadbare, dirty sock covering the stump 
at the end of one leg, Pete chose the spot 
for the intermittent draughts of heat that 
escape from the popular kebab house. 

“A lot of these people have hit rock bottom 
and that is a very lonely place to be,” said 
Mick Granger, organiser of the Harlow 
Chocolate Run operation that I am 
following tonight. 

“There is a lot of stigma surrounding the 
homeless yet so many don’t realise that it 
can take just one traumatic event - a 
relationship break-up, the loss of a job, 
grief - to leave people like you and me 
vulnerable. 

“Our aim is to help those who have fallen 


on hard times in whatever way we can.” 
With the tell-tale scars of self-harm criss¬ 
crossing up Pete’s arms, he blames 
childhood abuse for the downward spiral 
into drink and drugs that lead to his 
impoverished circumstances. 

Yet he is one of the lucky ones tonight. 
Warmed up with a hot meal and a new 
winter coat provided by the Harlow 
Chocolate Run, he will see the next few 
days through better than many. 

Recently the group, a registerd charity 
which has been delivering resources to 
individuals on the streets every few weeks 
for more than 40 years, have expanded 
their services with drop-in clinics at centres 
throughout the county. 

However, they are keen to get more 
donations and volunteers on board to keep 
the scheme going. 

“The clinics provide somewhere warm 
where people can stay for a few hours, get 
a good meal and talk to someone who 


cares,” said Mick. 

“Of course, when you are dealing with the 
homeless you are relying on word of mouth 
to get the message out so it will take some 
time and patience. But with the continued 
support from the incredible people of 
Harlow we believe it will be really 
successful.” 

There are smiles all round as the 
volunteers hand out the last of the 
hot meals and warm clothes to 
grateful recipients. 

“Nothing can describe that 
feeling of knowing you have 
made a difference,” Mick 
tells me on the way home. 

“Even if we only helped 
make one person’s life that 
bit easier tonight then I 
know we have done a good 
job.”

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More cuts are 
'inevitable' - 
council chief 

THE leader of Essex County 
Council has warned of “tough 
times ahead” as the cash-strapped 
authority struggles to balance its 
books in anticipation of further 
Government funding cuts. 

Councillor Peter Martin delivered a 
speech on Tuesday in which he 
outlined the financial challenges 
facing the council, warning that 
further service cuts were 
“inevitable” next year. 

“Nationally, we face a historically 
unprecedented period of sustained 
public spending reductions lasting at 
least seven years,” he said. 
“Unfortunately, we cannot escape 
this challenge in Essex. Seventy per 
cent of our funding comes from 
central government so reductions 
announced nationally have to be 
implemented locally.” 

The council has already recouped 
almost £150m after cutting jobs and 
scaling back service provision, but 
Cllr Martin said the authority’s 
transformation programme would 
have to deliver even more savings 
next year. 

“We will continue to keep residents, 
partners and staff informed as we 
continue to transform the way we 
work, look for new and different 
ways of doing things, strengthen our 
partnerships and also look at how 
we can utilise the capacity and 
expertise of the private sector and of 
our voluntary and community sector 
in order the save money and 
continue to provide frontline 
services,” he added.

Man locked up 
for sex assault 


A MAN convicted of a sexually ass¬ 
aulting a woman while she slept in 
a bed at the home of a friend has 
been jailed for 18 months. 

Abel Gonzales Santana (34), of Hart 
Road, Harlow, denied the charge but was 
found guilty by a jury at Chelmsford 
Crown Court last month. 

Sentence was adjourned until last 
Thursday after the trial judge called for 
reports. 

During the week-long trial the court 
was told that Santana had gone back to 
the house in Harlow with a group of peo¬ 
ple after an evening out on March 31 this 
year. 

Giving evidence, the 25-year-old vic-

tim said she had been feeling a bit tipsy 
and had a few puffs of a joint of cannabis 
when she decided to go to sleep in the 
house owner’s bed. 

She told the jury she then became 
aware of someone at the end of the bed 
pulling up the covers and sliding under 
the duvet. 

“He was climbing up my legs and I 
felt my shorts and underwear being 
pulled down to my shins,” she said. “I 
felt something touch my private parts." 

She said she was scared and several 
times told the man to “get off and get 


out”. 

Eventually she managed to push him 
to one side and when he rolled on to the 
floor she saw his jeans were around his 
knees. 

At that point someone else in the 
house came upstairs. 

Santana claimed that he lay down on 
top of the bed while the woman was 
asleep and insisted nothing sexual had 
taken place at all. 

However, the jury returned a 11-1 
majority verdict of guilty. 

Last week judge Charles Gratwicke 
sentenced the defendant to 18 months in 
prison. He also ordered that Santana 
must sign the Sex Offenders' Register 
for seven years.

The Dr Foster Hospital Guide - an 
independent assessment of the 
performance of NHS hospitals across the 
UK - highlighted PAH’s record for 
ensuring elderly fracture patients get the 
operation they need within two days of 
suffering the injury. 

Patients arriving in A&E with a fractured 
hip are assessed and made ready for 
surgery as soon as possible. 

After surgery the patients are sent to 
Harold Ward, where doctors, nurses, 
physios and other therapists put together 
individual rehabilitation programmes to 
help with their recovery. 

Research has shown that quick treatment 
significantly reduces the risk of death or 
lasting disability for elderly people who 
seriously hurt themselves in a fall. 

PAH consultant Jane Snook, said: 
“Having a dedicated hip fracture unit has 
led to a substantial improvement in care 
for this vulnerable group of patients.”

MOTORISTS are being urged to 
extra care when topping up their 
vehicles with antifreeze this winter. 
The Harlow Badger Group, set up 
to protect and conserve the town’s 
population of badgers, say animals 
could be at risk if spilt antifreeze is 
not cleaned up properly. 

“We want to give a general warning 
to people at a time when they are 
topping up their radiators with 
antifreeze to be extra vigilant,” said 
chairman Derek Barry. 

“Just a little bit of antifreeze spilt 
on the ground could be enough to 
poison an animal if it gets licked up 
or even harm a small child.” 

Just a few licks of antifreeze can 
prove fatal for pets and wildlife, 
while as little as 10ml of the liquid 
is enough to kill a child.

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Christmas shutdown to save council £100k 


HARLOW Council is suspend¬ 
ing all but emergency services 
over the Christmas period in a 
bid to slash overheads. 

The shutdown, which is 
expected to save the authority 
over £100,000 through reduc¬ 
tions in energy bills and staff 
pay, will start at 4pm on Friday, 
December 23 and continue until 
9am on Tuesday, January 3. 

It will affect all council-run 
services, although arrangements 
will be put into place to ensure 


residents can still contact the 
authority in the event of an 
emergency. 

Councillor Simon Carter, 
portfolio holder for resources, 
said all savings would be 
pumped back into frontline serv¬ 
ices. 

“This shutdown is part of a 
drive by the council’s own staff 
to save money and protect jobs 
through a pay cut,” he said. 

“Combined with reduced 
energy and building costs during 


the shutdown, this measure will 
save us over £100,000 - 

money that is being diverted to 
frontline services.” 

Council bills can still be paid 
24 hours a day with a 
credit/debit card at www.har- 
low.gov.uk or by phoning the 
automated bill payment line on 
(01279) 446600, while waste 
and recycling collections will 
operate on a catch-up schedule 
following the festive period. 

Cllr Carter added: “While 


buildings may be closed, the 
council has put arrangements in 
place so people can contact us in 
the event of an emergency. 

“In addition, information on 
recycling and waste collections 
can be found on our website and 
council bills can be paid online 
or over the phone at anytime dur¬ 
ing this period.”

“The council regularly inspe¬ 
cts all taxis and minicabs it 
licences to ensure that they were 
roadworthy and free of defects, 
and puts drivers through Crimi¬ 
nal Records Bureau checks. 

“Thankfully reports of illegal 
trading are now rare but this is 
due to careful licensing controls 
that have been introduced.”

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Dropped kerbs are a 
benefit to everyone 


SIR, I read with interest Mr and Mrs 
Agnew’s letter regarding dropped 
kerbs (Star, December 8) and can 
only assume that with this tirade they 
are not possessors of this facility. 
Surely the fact that those 
householders with such an asset are 
able to get their cars off the very 
congested Harlow roads means that it 
is a benefit to all and allows the likes 
of the not so fortunate car owners to 
find more available parking spaces? 
By aiming to reduce congestion, this 
should help to decrease the numbers 
of cars which are parked on lawns, 
grass verges, pavements, corners of 
junctions and even double parked, 
which seems to be a trend in Harlow 
irrespective of whether there are 
spaces available. 

The dropped kerb, paid for by the 
householder, is also of benefit to 
pedestrians, owners of pushchairs and 
prams, and people in wheelchairs 
both mechanised and manual, who 
would otherwise have to cross at the 
junctions where dropped kerbs have 
been supplied by the council and 
where, quite often, a car is parked 
across thus blocking access. 

The suggestion that drivers should 
park further away and walk is 
admirable but would not be of benefit 
to, for example, my wife who has a 
spinal disease and would find it 


difficult to carry shopping any 
distance. 

I have to admit I am fortunate to have 
a drop-down kerb and off- road 
parking which was here when I 
bought the house. This was one of the 
priorities when viewing, having 
previously parked in streets and lost 
various wing mirrors. However this 
still does not stop people parking 
across the kerb, often with my car on 
the slope, and wandering off to visit 
someone. 

I imagine that they assume I have 
some sort of magic Harry Potter car 
which leaps other obstructions with 
one bound. 

If you will forgive the pun, in Harlow 
parking is such sweet sorrow but 
insisting that off-road parking should 
not be encouraged can only be 
counter productive. I do not consider 
that possessors of this facility are 
selfish but rather that this facility is 
of benefit to all.

He is fair to mention the across-the-board increase in VAT 
which occured in order to deal with the £120m a day bill of 
debt interest left by Gordon Brown. However, he didn’t 
mention that the Chancellor cut fuel duty by lp in April 
2011 and stopped Labour’s tax escalator, which was 
brought in to push up fuel duty to astronomical levels. 

The e-petition and petrol campaign that I organised in 
Parliament, was to try and stop the Government from 
raising fuel duty any further. They listened and only a few 
weeks ago announced that fuel duty will not rise by 3p in 
January, as was previously planned. They also lowered the 
August 2012 increase from 5p to 3p. 

This means that, overall, petrol and diesel will be lOp per 
litre cheaper in Harlow than it would have been if Gordon 
Brown had stayed in power. 

One final point. It is worth noting that next year some 
benefits will be frozen but most welfare payments will rise 
with inflation and the basic state pension will rise by more 
than £5 a week, the largest cash rise in history.

Earth's 'twin' planet 


SCIENTISTS believe they 
may have discovered a 
new Earth-like planet 
capable of supporting life 
outside our Solar System. 
Named Kepler 22-b, it is about twice 
the size of Earth and is circling a 
star similar to our Sun around 600 
light years away. 

It was spotted by the Kepler space 
telescope, which was launched by 
American space agency NASA in 
2009 on a mission to find planets 
similar to our own. 

The reason space boffins are so 
excited about the new discovery is 
that it exists inside the so-called 
‘Goldilocks-zone’ - meaning it is not 
too hot or cold to support life as we 
know it. 

Crucially, the planet’s surface 


temperature is thought to be around 
22 degrees Celsius, which is a little 
warmer than Earth but still suitable 
for liquid water. 

The experts don’t yet know 
whether the new planet is 
made up of rock, gas or 
liquid, but they are certain its 
discovery is a huge step 
towards finding a nearby 
planet capable of 
supporting human life. 

“This is a major milestone 
on the road to finding Earth's 
twin,” NASA scientist Douglas 
Hudgins told reporters. 

“Kepler's results continue to 
demonstrate the importance of 
NASA's science missions, which aim 
to answer some of the biggest 
questions about our place in the 
universe.”

SHERLOCK HOLMES: A GAME OF SHADOWS

THE sleuthing is elementary in Guy Ritchie’s 
action-packed sequel to his 2009 reinvention 
of Sir Arthur Conan Doyle’s fictional detective. 
The dense narrative taxes what Hercule Poirot 
referred to as the “little grey cells”, connecting 
minuscule clues in the mind of Sherlock Holmes 
through high-speed flashbacks in a style that will be 
familiar to fans of the TV series CSI: Crime Scene 
Investigation. 

Holmes (Robert Downey Jr) has cut a swathe 
through the criminal fraternity of late 19th century 
London aided by trusty sidekick Dr John Watson 
(Jude Law), who is bidding farewell to crime¬ 
solving to marry Mary Morstan (Kelly Reilly). 
Newspapers are filled with shocking headlines 
about anarchist bombings in Strasbourg and 
Vienna, the apparent overdose of a Chinese opium 
dealer and the death of an American steel magnate. 


Holmes deduces these events are linked to 
Professor James Moriarty (Jared Harris) and the 
sleuth persuades Watson to join him on one final 
globe-trotting adventure. 

En route, the double-act encounters gypsy fortune 
teller Sim (Noomi Rapace) and Holmes’ brother 
Mycroft (Stephen Fry), who is well-connected in 
the British government. 

A bruising battle of wits with Moriarty becomes 
personal when the diabolical professor promises to 
make Watson and his new wife suffer for Holmes's 
meddling. 

For all its intellectual rigour, A Game Of Shadows 
often feels like a series of ambitious action set- 
pieces which have been bolted together by 
screenwriters Michele Mulroney and Kieran 
Mulroney. 

Explosions and stunts are orchestrated at 
breakneck speed by Ritchie, whose repeated use of 
slow-motion bloats the film's cumbersome running 
time. 


Downey Jr and Law ease back into familiar roles as 
the quixotic genius and his strait-laced foil, Rapace 
is suitably feisty in her first English-speaking role 
and Harris chews on every syllable with menacing 
intent. 

Eddie Marsan and Geraldine James reprise their 
roles as Inspector Lestrade and long-suffering 
landlady Mrs Hudson respectively, but neither is 
afforded sufficient screen time to make an impact. 
There are some sparkling comic interludes, such as 
when Sim arranges a horse for Holmes to chase 
after Moriarty and the sleuth explains that he is 
averse to four-legged travel because “they're 
dangerous at both ends and crafty in the middle.” 
Fry is a delight too as pompous, pontificating 
Mycroft, including a hysterical sequence 
reminiscent of Austin Powers, which sees Holmes’ 
sibling wander naked about his home, sparing his 
blushes (and ours) with strategically placed 
furnishings. 

Thank heavens for small vases!
